PLANS have been submitted for a major rede¬ 
velopment of the AmSafe premises in West 
Street. Developers are proposing to convert a 
number of unused buildings at The Court into 
flats, with additional provision for cafe and 
restaurant space. 

The Grade II listed site is a staple of Bridport’s rope 
and netmaking heritage, but the buildings earmarked 
for development have been vacant for more than four 
years. 

AmSafe has relocated its staff to three buildings at the 
north end of the site and is now prepared to let go of its 
remaining property. 

In its application for development of the site, 
Bournemouth-based Lighthouse Land and Develop¬ 
ments stresses that the plans will not lead to job cuts at 
the town’s famous firm.

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Under the proposals 16 new flats would be created in 
a three-story apartment block, with a pair of existing 
two-bedroom cottages separately refurbished. 

More than 300 square metres of space would also be 
opened up for commercial use, as part of a mixed re¬ 
development of the site. 

If the plans are approved, the developer will demolish 
the two-storey warehouse and office block to the rear 
of The Court, clearing the way for extra parking spaces. 

In its application papers, Lighthouse Land and De¬ 
velopments says its plans for the site will protect Brid¬ 
port’s “key heritage assets”. 

It said: “The creation of a viable mixed use develop¬ 
ment within this site will provide a rich level of use and 
occupation, and will ensure the protection of these key 
heritage assets for Bridport and the high street context. 

“The two-storey warehouse to the rear has been va¬ 
cant for six years and The Court building for 18 
months. Due to the location in Bridport and the current 
marketplace, it has been difficult to find tenants for 
these buildings, and general market conditions suggest 
this could be the case for some time into the future. 

“Market forecasts suggest that a mix of residential 
and commercial will provide the most viable use for 
the site.” 

The developer also stresses that “none of the pro¬ 
posed works will result in a loss of employment” at 
AmSafe, which will remain on the site.

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Long jail terms a warning to dealers 


POLICE say they have sent out a "strong mes¬ 
sage" that drug dealing will not be tolerated, 
after two people from Bridport were given 
lengthy jail sentences for their part in a drugs 
ring operating across Dorset. 

Robin Brasier, 68, and Tara Ruffell, 30, were both 
found guilty of conspiring to supply heroin and 
cocaine, and sentenced at Bournemouth Crown 
Court last Tuesday (May 19th). 

Brasier received a nine-year sentence and Ruf¬ 
fell six years, along with three other offenders in¬ 
volved in the conspiracy. The gang of five were 
sentenced to a total of 33 years in prison.

Police's major crime investigation team, said: 
"Drug dealing, drug use and associated crimes 
cause nothing but misery for our communities. 

"These convictions send out a strong message 
that Dorset Police and the courts do not tolerate 
drug dealing in the county, and the force is com¬ 
mitted to tackling organised crime." 

Ruffell was arrested in February last year on 
suspicion of possessing class A drugs with intent 
to supply. 

Following the arrest, officers were able to 
gather intelligence that found Ruffell and Brasier 
had been arranging for shipments of heroin and 
crack cocaine to be transported into Dorset 
through contacts in Liverpool - where their 
three co-conspirators, Christie Tierney, 31, Robert 
Winterton, 30, and Thomas Burns, 31, were 
based. 

Police investigations found that drugs had 
been couriered down to Dorset and distributed 
in Bridport and the surrounding towns. Brasier's 
home in Higher Eype was used as the hub of the 
operation. 

Officers arrested Brasier at his home in March 
last year as part of Operation Crusade - an inves¬ 
tigation into a group of suspects across the 
county. 

Brasier was charged with conspiracy to supply 
class A drugs, and the case was brought to trial 
in Bournemouth earlier this month. 

DC Pryce added: "I would like to commend all 
of the officers who worked on this case, includ¬ 
ing the investigation and intelligence teams, 


whose hard work led to the successful convic¬ 
tions of these offenders." 

Robin Brasier and Tara Ruffell were found guilty 
by a jury of conspiracy to supply heroin and co¬ 
caine in Dorset, and were sentenced to nine and 
six years respectively. 

Christie Tierney and Robert Winterton, both 
from Liverpool, pleaded guilty at an earlier hear¬ 
ing to conspiracy to supply class A drugs to 
Brasier. The pair received nine-and-a-half years 
and six-and-a-half years respectively. 

Thomas Burns, also from Liverpool, pleaded 
guilty to money laundering and was sentenced 
to two years in prison.

Open letter to district councillors 


■ Re: renewable energy in Dorset 
CLIMATE change is the issue of our 
times. Indecisiveness now will re¬ 
sult in huge costs later. 

The UK Committee on Climate 
Change states in its progress report 
for 2014 that'urgent and intensive 
action before 2020' would save 
£100 billion, reduce reliance on im¬ 
ported fossil fuels from politically 
unstable countries and have a pos¬ 
itive impact on energy prices.There 
is considerable merit in embracing 
the move to renewable energy 
purely on economic grounds. 

According to Regen SW there are 
already 10,000 jobs in the renew¬ 
able sector in the South West and 
this is expected to rise to 34,000 by 
2020. 

Currently about £30 million en¬ 
ters the local economy in the form 
of feed-in tariffs earned by house¬ 
holds and there is potential for 
more. 

There are increasing opportuni¬ 
ties for people to invest in solar 
panels on their local school or vil¬ 
lage hall through organisations 
such as Dorset Community Energy, 
a not-for-profit community benefit 
society. 

Standard practice for wind farms 
is to offer an annual community 
benefit of £5,000 per MW and solar 
farms £1,000 per MW for the life¬ 
time of the project. Existing solar 
farms across 11 Dorset parishes 
have already agreed a community 
benefit spend of £2 million. 

Opponents tend to exaggerate 
the level of subsidy. Government 
figures calculate the total subsidy 
for UK renewable energy to be £38 
per household per annum. The 
costs of the established technolo¬ 
gies of solar and wind are dropping 
even faster than expected and it is 
highly likely that by 2020 they will 
be cheaper than other forms of en¬ 
ergy and will need no subsidy. 

The move to renewables in the 
UK will come. The only question is 
whether Dorset politicians will as¬ 
sist Dorset in benefiting fully from 
its huge natural resources of sun 
and wind. 

There are already some great suc¬ 


cess stories in Dorset: 

• The Piddle Valley community of 
2,500 homes is supplied with 100 
per cent renewable energy from 
solar and biogas; 

• The largest solar farm in the UK 
is the 60MW farm near 
Bournemouth airport that is so 
well screened that most people 
are unaware of its existence; 

• Corbin Industries in Bridport 
employs 70 people to make 
frames for solar panels. 

However, there is still a mountain 
to climb during your tenure as 
councillor. Much of the low-hang¬ 
ing fruit has been picked and the 
challenge is becoming clearer. 

The Bournemouth, Dorset and 
Poole Renewable Energy (BDPRE) 
Strategy sets a 7.5 per cent target 
for renewable energy generation 
for 2020. 

The strategy has been produced 
by the Dorset Energy Partnership 
that includes Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, all the district and borough 
councils and a wide range of com¬ 
munity groups. 

The latest figures (March 2015) in¬ 
dicate that 3.4 per cent of total en¬ 
ergy consumption can be covered 
by projects that have been built or 
are in construction. 

So we still need to double the ca¬ 
pacity in the next five years. This re¬ 
ally is a minimum since further 
national targets beyond 2020 are 
increasingly ambitious. 

The Dorset Energy Partnership, 
which includes WDDC, has clearly 
rejected widely circulated claims by 
some groups that targets have al¬ 
most been reached. 

Last month no lesser person than 
the director general of the National 
Trust, Dame Helen Ghosh, made an 
unequivocal statement that cli¬ 
mate change poses 'the biggest 
threat'to the land and houses in 
the care of the National Trust. She 
cited loss of biodiversity and 
wildlife on the land and the already 
substantially increased flood, 
stormwater, subsidence and gale 
damage to properties. 

She promised that the trust 
would lead by example in moving 


to renewable energy generation. 

The Government's 'UK 2012 Cli¬ 
mate Change Risk Assessment'ex¬ 
amines threats to the built 
environment and concludes that 
the risks posed by sea level rise and 
higher average temperatures will 
have a substantial impact by mid¬ 
century and that extreme weather 
events resulting from climate 
change are already causing sub¬ 
stantial damage. 

It is important to protect our 
landscape, wildlife and heritage as¬ 
sets for the current generation, but 
the only way to secure their long¬ 
term future is to tackle climate 
change. 

You are the tier of government 
best placed to show leadership and 
to bring businesses and communi¬ 
ties along with you. You are in a po¬ 
sition to turn good ideas into 
tangible results - cooperatives for 
local energy production are a good 
example. 

Councillors need to be clear that 
if they reject the projects coming 
into planning in the immediate fu¬ 
ture they are prepared to accept 
that Dorset will not reach its target. 
Dorset people will be refused the 
opportunity to play their fair part in 
the national endeavour to decar¬ 
bonise electricity. 

The next five years offer an excit¬

Why are mobility scooters hated? 


■ I AM 81 and unable to walk unaided, so I have a 
mobility scooter to give me just a little independ¬ 
ence; it helps me get into town and enjoy some 
limited freedom instead of having to constantly 
rely on others. 

The machine is slow, and silent, so I switch on the 
'squeaker'to make myself audible. 

Even so, people do not see or hear me, and I am 
constantly asking to be excused, and given room 
to pass pedestrians. 

Yet, people still walk in front of me, or worse, 
come to a sudden stop. Then I get verbal abuse. 

On Saturday, I was coasting down East Street, 
passing the busy market stalls with the squeaker 
on, when a lady stepped in front of me; her hus¬ 
band turned on me aggressively, told me to slow 
down, then told me to get out of the way - and 
quick! 

A tall man, with arms waving almost hysterically, 
he towered above me sitting on the scooter. His 


manner was aggressive, and I felt vulnerable and 
intimidated. 

The average mobility scooter does not have a 
braking system, stopping only when the lever is re¬ 
leased, taking up to a full turn of the wheels before 
stopping. It is therefore not possible to stop sud¬ 
denly in an emergency. 

Every time I venture out, I get some form of 
abuse; most people are agreeable and make way 
for me, and I smile and say "thank you"for the cour¬ 
tesies - but it seems that there is always at least 
one. 

There are many such vehicles in Bridport, and I 
am sure they all have similar expeiences. 

I have to make considerable effort to go out at all, 
and such attitudes are not encouraging. Just a little 
consideration is always appreciated.

WORLD War Two re-enactors 
gathered in Bridport last 
weekend to commemorate 71 
years since the departure of 
US troops from the town. 

Members of the 1st Infantry 
Division - a living history 
group which portrays the men 
of Company E 2nd Battalion of 
the 16th Infantry Regiment, 
US 1st Infantry Division - 
camped at Walditch over the 
weekend to commemorate the 
71st anniversary of the regi¬ 
ment leaving the village. 

The regiment was stationed 
in Walditch from November 
1943 to May 1944 when it 
moved to sealed camps prior 



to landing on Omaha beach on 
D-Day. 

The re-enactors visited the 
Literary and Scientific Institute 
on East Street, as during World 
War Two it was used by their 
medical detachment as a train¬ 
ing centre and a dental sur¬ 
gery. 

It was also a rest and recre¬ 
ation centre for British, Ameri¬ 
can and Canadian troops run 
by the British Red Cross. 

Second Lieutenant Ian Malu- 
gani, the commanding officer 
of the re-enactment group, 
said: "It is a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity for our group to stand in 
the very same spot that 71 


years ago, was home to the 
regiment we represent. 

"We used the weekend to 
carry out training such as map 
and compass work, gas mask 
training, drills, first aid for sol¬ 
diers and weapons safety as 
this helps us improve for when 
we do larger public shows. 

"We live as the men would 
have lived 71 years ago, in 
original tents, sleeping in orig¬ 
inal wool blankets and eating 
what the GIs would have 
eaten. 

"The reason we do this is out 
of respect for the young men 
who did this for real 71 years 
ago."

He said: “I saw one of his ap¬ 
peals and I spoke to Guy about 
it and we decided we could do 
something for him. 

“We contacted one of our sup¬ 
pliers, Arada Stoves in Axmin- 
ster, and they agreed to provide 


a stove, saying that Grant 
could have whichever one he 
wanted. 

“The old wood burner was ter¬ 
rible and had a bad installation 
so we have tidied up the fire¬ 
place and re-lined the fire 
chute.” 

The new equipment was fitted 
at Mr Mulry’s home yesterday, 
after Mr Slocombe paid a per¬ 
sonal visit to the property. 

“Magna (housing association) 
had insisted we have a wood 
burner properly installed, as our 
last one was a bodged job and 


we had been ripped off,” said Mr 
Mulry. 

“I share the house with another 
disabled person and we saved up 
the money and bought a new 
wood burner and left it outside 
for the night. 

“At around 5am I could hear 
something but couldn’t get out 
of bed to have a look, and some¬ 
one had taken it. 

“I put appeals out to find it and 
now these kind people have sup¬ 
plied a wood burner and in¬ 
stalled it. It has really restored 
my faith in humanity.”

New Elizabethan 
Singers concert 

THE New Elizabethan Singers will perform a concert of 
three contrasting works on Saturday, June 6 th in the 
United Church, East St. Bridport, starting at 7.30 pm. 

Antonin Dvorak is probably best known for his "New 
World Symphony"but his"Mass in D major" was written 
in 1887 for the dedication of a new chapel in Bohemia. 
It's everything you would expect from a late Romantic 
composer who followed on from Mendelssohn and 
Brahms. 

Leonard Bernstein of course wrote "West Side Story" 
but he was also commissioned to write "The Chichester 
Psalms" by the Dean of Chichester Cathedral in 1965. 
Being thrifty, he adapted pieces that had been origi¬ 
nally intended for West Side Story and another planned 
musical, and added some Hebrew Psalms. The 23rd 
Psalm, sung by a boy treble as though a young David, 
will undoubtedly bring a lump to the throat of both au¬ 
dience and choir alike. 

Well-known for Christmas carols, John Rutter's "Gloria", 
written in 1974 for an American choir, was his first ex¬ 
tended composition but remains one of his most pop¬ 
ular works.

His mass no 36 is equally rich in 
colour and weight and forms a strong French reply 
to Handel’s theatrically joyous and triumphant 
British coronation anthems.

New FIAT Aegea Project 


THE all-new FIAT compact sedan debuts today 
at the Istanbul Motor Show. Designed in Italy at 
the FIAT Chrysler Automobiles Centro Stile, and 
developed in Turkey together with Tofa§ R&D, 
one of FCA's largest research and development 
centres, the new model will be manufactured 
in the Bursa plant in Turkey, which has been 
designated Gold Medal status by World Class 
Manufacturing in recognition of its efficiency, 
quality and eco-friendliness. 

The new saloon is currently known as "FIAT 
Aegea Project" in recognition of the strategic 
importance of FIAT Chrysler Automobiles'Turk- 
ish operations since the first joint venture be¬ 
tween what was then known as FIAT Group and 
Ko<; Holding commenced in 1968. 

To further reiterate the importance of the 
Turkish market and to help grow FCA's presence 
in the region, the Istanbul Motor Show has 
been chosen to debut this important new 
model.

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Drivers not aware of impending changes to 
scrapping of driving licence counterpart in June 


THE Institute of Advanced Mo¬ 
torists (1AM) is warning people to 
be aware of the changes that will 
take effect in just over two weeks' 
time as the paper counterpart for 
the driving licence is scrapped. 

As was the case with the aboli¬ 
tion of the paper tax disc last Oc¬ 
tober, the 1AM fear many people 
are still confused or unaware of the 
implications of the scrapping of 
the paper counterpart on 8 June. 

The counterpart was introduced 
alongside the photo card driving 
licence in 

1998 to include details that 
could not be included on the card 
itself, such as any endorsements 
and which category of vehicles 
you are entitled to drive. 

However this information will 
now be stored electronically and 
not be shown on any written doc¬ 
umentation you will have. These 
details can be only be obtained via 
the DVLA driver record system, 
and be checked online (reference 
1) or in writing by post. 

As of 8 June the paper counter¬ 
part, or an old-style paper driving 
licence cannot be relied upon to 
carry correct or-up-to-date infor¬ 
mation about endorsements or 
categories of vehicle someone can 
drive. 

The counterpart will carry no 
legal status, and the DVLA recom¬ 
mends you destroy it after 8 June. 

What is also changing is the pro¬ 
cedure if you have to surrender 
your driving licence to a court in 
the event of an endorsement. The 


court will take your photocard and 
if you include the paper counter¬ 
part with your submission, the 
photocard will be returned to you 
but the counterpart will not. 

You will be expected to pay your 
fine in the normal way however. 

Another change is how to pro¬ 
vide proof of your driving record 
to an employer or car hire firm, as 
your photocard or paper licence 
will not be enough in itself any 
more. 

You will need to 
access the DVLA's 
Share Driving Li¬ 
cence service, 
which as of Tues¬ 
day (19 May) is 
now up and run¬ 
ning (reference 1 
again). 

You will be ex¬ 
pected to access 
the details yourself 
and print those off 
for submission to a 
car hire firm or 
employer. Or you 
can call the DVLA 
and give a third 
party permission 
to check your driv¬ 
ing record ver¬ 
bally. 

If you are hiring a 
vehicle, it is impor¬ 
tant to check with 
the car hire firm 
beforehand what 
information they 
need. Other than 


downloading the information as 
detailed above, you can also ob¬ 
tain a special code from 
www.gov.uk which allows the hire 
firm access to your record for 72 
hours to make the necessary 
checks. This applies to both hold¬ 
ers of photocard and paper li¬ 
cences. 

Sarah Sillars, 1AM chief executive 
officer, said: "People are not aware 
of how many of the current proce¬ 


dures are changing. Similar to the 
abolition of the tax disc, they as¬ 
sume much of what has happened 
before will continue. 

"The onus is very much on the 
individual to obtain the informa¬ 
tion they need beforehand. So we 
very much hope people will not 
be caught unawares, especially if 
they don't want a nasty surprise 
when arriving to collect their car at 
the start of their holiday."

THE future of West Dorset football looks 
bright if this excellent game of football is 
anything to go by writes Stuart Broom.
